Dr. David L. Thomson, Associale- 
Pi'ofessor of Bio-chemistry at Mc- 
Glll Univcislty. has been appointed 
McGill representative on the Bio- 
logical Board of Canada to fill the 
vacancy created by the retirement 
last year of Dr. Wiley, former Pro- 
fessor of Zoology at McGill. 

Dr. 'Thomson is a graduate of 
Aberdeen Univcr.slty. Scotland, 
where he received his B. Sc. and 
M.A. degrees, and of Cambridge, 
England, where he received hl.s 
Ph.D. degree. McGlU's new repre- 
sentative has also studied at the 
University of Grenoble, Franco, as 
well as at Zurich and Auatria. 
At one time during his career lie. 
was stationed at the Marine Bio- 
logical Post at Plymouth. 

It was in 1929 that Dr. Thom- 
son .received his appointment as 
j Associate-Professor of Bio-Chem- 
istry at McGill University.

Plant And Animal Kingdoms 
Shown To Have Common 
Origin 

The inorganic evolution of the uni- 
verse and tlic evolution of man came 
up for discussion at the House of Com- 
mons Club last night. Alice Johannscn, 
the first- speaker, read a paper on 
"Inorganic Evolution," in which she 
pointed out that the universe U^in the 
shape.of a wàtçh, and that the various 
bodies in it aire isimiiar to cog wheels. 
In the second paper "The Evolution of 
Men," Alma Howard dealt with Dar- 
win's theory of the survival of the fit 
test. , 



In likening the universe to a flat 
watch, Alice Johannsen suggested that 
we imagine ourselves to be standing on 
a wheel of the watch, which represents 
the 'earth. To each side we could see 
stars, but it is overhead, from the front 
to the back, that the myriads of stars 
which make up the "milky way" would 
be seen. Wc know the sim itself re- 
volves around i;;!^^J|ûng, and tliat it 
is not the main spilng of the "watch."

In his opening remarks, the tpeaker ' 
expressed the opinion that there is an 
essential futiUty underlying our econ- 
omic life,, and that our modem :ten- 
dency is to construct an economic 
science on the basis of- physical science, 
a: thing which is utterly Impossible. 
The problem that the large-scale pro- 
duction, huge, transportation system, 
and vast distribution has o/fered has 
resulted in the fact that the solidarity 
of our civilization has been thrus; upon 
us rather prematureiy.

EMPLOYS ENZYME 



Phenomenon Widely Exhibit' 
ed In Nature By Plants 
And Animals 

Animal organisms may produce light 
in five different ways by employing 
oxidation methods, according to Grant 
H. Lathe, who spoke before the Blolo- 
glcal^Society . la^t night on "Animal 
Liglit'^.TCis,. ';pHer.omen.on .^of..vbio: 
luminescence, arit Is called,.^|s, similar 
to the' production of chemilumln- 
escence, and depends on the oxidation 
of a material known as luciferin to 
oxyluciferin. It takes place in the 
présence of an enzyme, and so is very 
much like other piroccsses which occur 
In' living bodies- " "^vl 

In his historieal .njrvev i;dthe point- 
ed out that the subject has aroused 
great intercsl since the time of Ari- 
stotle and Pliny. The earliest Inves- 
tigations, however, were .carried out 
by Boyle, Spallanzani, and Pf lunger. 
The phenomenon of luminescence is 
found in plants, bacteria, mushrooms, 
and, flashing flowers, and in animals

Taking as his subject ''The Greatest 
Social Evil of Our Times," under which 
heading he categorized the Instability 
in the value or the monetary unit, Dr 
John P. Day, Head of the Dcpartiin» 
ot Economics of McGill University' 
addressed the St. James Literary Club 
last evening. In his dlscusslonjÉfeg 
Da/ respectively treated the e«lr^ 
fluctuating price levels, the causes and 
the possible cures for these fluctua- 
tion.";. 

A fall in the price level Ls an obvl'ou-- 
social evil stftted the speaker. In an 
attempt to lower the' cost of produc- 
tion. In order to remain in business, 
the first obvious resort for business 
men Is to cut wages. ThLs process is 
cumulative. With this decrease in pur- 
chasing power unemployment results 
Not only are businesses run at a loss 
but society suffers a loss in economic 
.output and an indelllble impression i.s 
left in the minds of the unemployed. 
Wages Need Rrad.lustin^ 

Not only is a fall in the level of. 
prices an evil but so also is a rise in : 
the price level above the average leveil, 
This immediately leads to a rise in 
the cost of living. 'Wages must be re- 
adjusted and a long period of indus- 
trial friction inevitably ensues, stated 
tile speaker. Strikes, In periods of 
rising prices, are part of the normal 
course of af fall's and their loss to eco- 
nomic output is enormous. 

A period of falling prices are favor- 
able to the rentier class, stated Dr. 
Day. As the value of money in terms 
of commodities rises people receiving 
a fixed income are better sltuatedthan 
they were In times of prosperity. Sr 
too is it favorable for those who hold 
gilt-edged., securities, but as fluctuat- 
ing prices falsify our contractual ob- 
ligations and their evil effects greatly

Examinations 

IVrOW that the time of examinations ; is 
' again drawing near, there are many 
people going around with haggard looks, 
bemoaning their fate that ..th^^nust re-

:ianypniB that.could dhco^^ eli-

one of the greatest benefactors the world 
Jias^knoWn by all students throughout the 
Unfortunately no way of getting 
ithout them has as yet 'been dis- 
Bred. 

The reason for this is- that there are 
two types of student, one who really works 
for the love of it, taking an interest in 
his studies and .sincerely seeking know- 
Iddge, and the other type who seeks not 
knôwledge but a degree/ and intends to 
get it with the least , possible amount of 
work. The first student is hampered by 
examinations which deaden his créative 
instincts and force him to study not what 
interests him but what is prescribed. His 
only refuge'is in post graduate work which 
wilj give him some opportunity to express 
his individuality in research. 

Unfortunately, however, this student is 
in the minority, and, as in most things, the 
majority must rule. The other type of stu- 
dent would do no work at all if the shadow 
of examinations did.- not hover over his 
head, and therefore the system must be 
retained. It is a means of forcing the un- 
interested student to ab3orb,,at sleast some 
knowledge, whether hiâËgaattts to or not 
before graduating. 

' Since we must 
then, the next question 
what form they should take 
that the student' who has some capacity 
for original work should be given an op- 
portunity to apply it by giving him part 
of his marks on essays which he writes 
throughout the year. Many ; departments 
have their students write essays, buli these 
are all to often compulsory rather than 
voluntary contributions- and seldom count 
towards the student's final marks. Under 
these conditions it is no wonder that they 
have to be made compulsory 'and that they 
produce little work worthy of note. A

gUDDEN opportunities at musical education on a 
large scale are not very frequent. Such a con- 
tingency occurred at thç special conoert for and by 
the Montreal Orchestra which was held in âîe 
Mount Royal Hotel on Monday night. TO repeat 
what has already been said in the review, the people 
attending were mainly foreigners to'ttie orchestra 
who had come with the hope of walldng home with 
a $S00 bond. This part of the audiemce was not only 
Ignoranifc of Uie Orchestra, but also knew nothing 
of its achievemeots. They probably expected enter- 
tainmenit of the order of a concert orchestra, and 
found Instead, an ensemble whose polish and per- 
formance, particularly of the Wagner, and also of 
tho Gluck and Humperdlnck, was of excellent merit, 
comparing most favouraby to the standards known 
to these people, the'fine broadcasts of tbOiNew York 
Philharmonic, the Boston, and the Philadelphia Or- 
chestras. If bettor management had prevailed in 
accommodating the ticket holders much more benefit 
would have been derived from this concert than the 
mere f iiumcial intentions of the sponsors.' 

The educational factor of this concert was to be 
found chiefly in the Introduction to music of sym- 
phonic nature, and somewhat In its value as indi- 
cated by the contrast of the Jazz band. The latter 
sounded very inferior, not only in comparison to the 
Montreal Orchestra, but even hi refeirenco to its 
own class, and certainly did not affect the rythmic 
passions of the majority of its aiidioice to any ap- 
preciable extent.

The work of the- particular dance orchestra 
whtch performed oa'^Smiiy night is by no means 
èxèmpiaiy. Most of tM" better known recording or- 
chestras arc really very efficient, and have a smooth- 
ness and almost majesty of rhythm that suggeste 
classical iuspiraition. What is more outstanding is 
that the arrangememt of the music is carefully su- 
pervised, with a keen eye to color, harmony and ac- 
centuation of the melody. I remember a few num- 
bers that were particularly attractive, one o£ wlilch 
was the theme song from "Of Thee I Sing" by Je- 
rome Kern, the inspiration for the title of the latest 
edition of the Red and White Revue. In the re- 
cording ^giiiÉ&^<I> there was a very capable 
handling ■wftnenmody, arranged for two pianos 
In a counter melodic form. " ^ 

Latterly, I have discovered that the man respon-

He is said to be 
able to turn out about 80 pages of manuscript a. day, 
and has recently been commissioned by.Krelsler and 
Iturbl to write conoertos.

moire'^cactaislve lise of drama Is rapidly ^jecomlng 
the newest phase in program building. 

"DramaUc prigrams are mounting to à domhiat- 
ing position in broadcasting," the executive um- 
menited. "But Vcyay wilT be of a superior type. They 
will be the work of writers who concentrate -tiieir 
efforts on radia They will be original aor^,':not 
plAys adapted from the stage or tii& motion pic- 
tures. 'New writing tecbi^ue undoubtedly will be 
developed to fit tbe needs of radio. Already the 
radio, writer enjoiys possibilities for scenic and char- 
Boter creation b^ond the bounds of the theatre. A 
facUe pen can build scenes In the listener's mind 
which surpass any constructed of wood and canvas. 
A writer with the knack of charact^ building can 
bring forth imaghiacy air perscmaUtles that wUl take 
on reality for the listener in direct proportion to his 
writing ability. 

'/And as the importance of the dramatic show 



of the play wUl increase, so that ejventually its dur- 
ation will be a full hour. This does not mean, 
though, that the serial story will wajic In popularity. 
There will always be a place for the short nlghUy, 
weekly, or semi-weekly episode production." 

Wi{A the increased responsibility for production 
men, Mr. Paley believes novelty and freshness will 
be added to musical and variety programs.

College Comment 



Against War 



ÏSOCIAL PROBLEMS CLUB sponsored a 
conference recently. It was to be a preliminary 
.conference to the national student protest agahut 
war which it to take place in Chicago at the end 
of this month. In our simplicity we thought that 
an anti-war conference meant that its participants 
were thoroughgoing pacifists. 'We did have a 
hurdle to clear when, we realized that the majority 
of the group would have to reconcile pacifism and 
Communist method. But we^deared it. We were 
merely curious to see how the reconciliation was 
to be effected. 

But Dr. Scott Nearing resolved our difficulty. 
H; showed us at the recent conference that no 
reconciliation is necessary. The Communist par- 
ticipants are not against war. They are against 
imperialist war. But the "inevitable conflict," the 
turning of the "oncoming capitalist war" into a 
civil war whlcti will bring about the supremacy of 
the proletariat, the violence and horror of_revolu- 
tion— this is fine, this will be a war which will 
end war. ^Another one. ' ^ 

"To say 'we won't fight* is uselessr-we must 
take the power from the ruling class and turn, a 
capitalist war' into civil war." Dr. Nearing's state- 
ment is good Communist doctrlnè. Even the 
phrases are hackneyed. But somehow they don't 
tit into our picture of an anti-war conference. 
Bloodshed is bloodshed whether it wears the brass 
buttons of imperialism or the scarlet cloak of re- 
volution. V , 

So we are confronted with the paradoxical pic- 
ture of how an anti-war congrcso can be a complete 
fizzle from the point of view of a thoroughgoing 
pacifist. If the Communist group has .Its way, the 
Chicago meeting will be a means of engendering 
the spirit of violence. The congress from their 
point of view is antl-lmperialist-war but pro-class- 
war; against war directed by capitalists but for ■ 
conflict which would be more gory and more hor- 
rible than any past conflict. "The congress can only 
be saved and made truly pacifistio in character 
through a united effort on the part of all delegates 
who are not Communists and who are truly against 
war.

He is in- 
formed' that "to prepare" himself he must master 
much irrelevant material; Often he loses interest, 
fails and leaves college without having had a good 
chance to show bis abUity hi hjs chosen work. We 
make tlie error ot supposing .^a^^jl^^^ia clever 
in one thing ought to be clem'WffPPSverything. 
Surely there are many brilliant surgeons and en- 
gineers -.whose Interest in Shakespeare or Ovid is 
slight and who faU to shiMfu)Unguists. The > old 
"transfer, of learning" theory Is losing favor among 
modern psychijlogista. 

"The reason given, for requiring proticlency in 
many subjects is that a general education must not 
i^eglected in favor of harrow specialization. But 
shpuld not, this broad training be recieived in the 
schools? If the schools graduate persons who are 
not prepared to undertake a definite life work then 
some reform Is necessary. In our modôm world 
honor goes to the individual who can do one .thing 
better than his fell^^^^eré is no place for the 
dabbler who knowsfS^u^alMUt some things but 
not à great-deal about anything. We make some 
provision for specialization in post-^aduate courses 
but in this case the threat of econonilc in security 
hangs, over everybody and the béwUdercd.:^b<>Ilég|;

Right Uppercut to Jmo 

^LL set again, keeping those elbows cicse to the sides; beai-ing in mind 
always when sparring for an opening not to bump those elbows on the 
"Imaginary walls" which are the exact width of your slioulders and men- 
tioned often in previous chapters. In dealing with this blow, No. 7, it Is 
very important that this thought Is kept in mind otherwise your blow will not 
only lack its power of delivery, but you will take the chance of most likely 
"pulling a muscle," so often done by exponents of the "game" just not 
hitting properly. So in commencing your trial with this uppercut— "keep 
them in to your sides." Don't take cliances: Just remember. • "Prevention 
Is better than cure." 

"Let's Go." — Both arms mpving in circular motion; "spaiTing" for 
an opening by occasionally fehiting with that No. 1. straight' left. Again 
feint with this left, but don't let it go, instead bring it into position around 
your own chin "on guard," while you simultaneously bring up your right 
arm into an uppercut, following through with the punch. Should you miss 
your^"target," and jJresume you are attaining proper stance, you will not 
throw .voursfilf off balance, but will' be all set to retaliate with your left 
Hgain. . . . 

Position of Hands Important 

The position of hands when delivering this blow is vastly important. 
Tliree Important fundamentals of the Game are;— know just where to hit, 
when to hit, .and most important of all/whftre to hit. Let us assume that 
you are standing erect about to pick up a log of wood- at your feet. The 
most natural way for anyone to do it would be to place both hands under- 
neath with the position of the hands knuckled facing the ground. This 
Is sxBctly the position your right "fist" should be in when attempllnr- to 
administer that potent blow No. 7. At the finish of this uppercut 'to jaw, 
the position of the hand will naturally. In following thnmgh with the punch, 
be with knuckles facing opponent's chin, remembering to hit always with 
"flat" of the fist, not the knuckle:. 

Avoid, if possible, "telegi-aphlng" your blow, especially with this right up- 
percut, wliich is so easy to detect, immediately you bring back your aim 
prior to "lotting It go." Yom- opponent in most cases just won't be there; 
so Jet us follow this thieory that we have a board at our back strapped 
around our waist — whether we weave, side-step, or duck, — the board ^Wll 
always be there, at our back. Now, let's get on guard! Keeping botli 
arms' moving fast, shoot across with a zip that straight left with all iU 
potency straight for, the chin, keeping that right, all 'set. but sUU "on 
guard." Did you hurt your left elbow on that board? Continuing to spar 
around for another opening. With the speed of a bullet whip across tliat 
right hand— No. 5.— covering simjUtaneously with , your left. Don't bump 
that right elbow before letting it go, otherwise you are lost and your op- 
ponent is wise and prepares accordingly for the punch. ' Now for our No. 

7. Feinting with your left jab, bring body sUghtly forward as ifato jAck 
up something; bénd both knees, slightly relaxed, sweep In an upward direc- 
tion your right, keeping in mind that "board" punch; shoot blow with 
quick sweep, elbows close to sides and cover immediately with your left. 
The best defense against this potent blow is to "step away" from the blow, ' 
throwing both arms well forward at same tiàie as you step back. 

Defence for the Blotv - 

Another defense for this right uppercut is to "parry " the punch. Keep youi- 
arms wcU.on guard when you see the upperciit coming, force your opponent 
off balance or guard by pushing his blow over with left arm to his right 
side. It is practically impossible to block the blow. The next blow. No. 

8, is just about as difficult to i»rry as it is to block. The only con- 
oelvable 'way to avoid this maoying punch is to step back away from it.

such as protozoa, coelentera, brittle 
stars, anhellda, crustaceae, and insects. 
Use of Light Debatable 
The use of this light Is a debatable 
point. There have been five possible 
reasons advanced- First, that it is used 
as a warning against other creatures, 
as in the deep sea- quid;.>second, as a 
bait. In other deep sea fish; third, as 
lanterns for creatures in the sea; 
fourth, as an attraction for the sexes, 
as in the firefly, and lastly, that it 
may serve no special purpose/ All 
these points are entbrely in the realm 
of conjecture, as no definite proof or 
disproof has been' obtained for any 
of them. 

•The physical nature of animal light 
was investigated In the firefly by 
Coblentz. By using a spectroscope he 
found -that there were no absorption ' 
bands and that all the light was visible. ! 
He also studied the intèhsity of the light j 
produced and determlhèd Its strength 
as compared with a candle. It its 
found to be about one fiftieth as 
strbng. • 
- Associated With Heat 

Luminescence Is usually associated 
with heat, though It may be of various 
sorts. In thermoluminescence, dla- '. 
mond or fluorlte Is exposèd to previ- ' 
ous Irradiation; and It Is then found 
that they emit light in the dark. 
Phosphorescence or fluorescence is of [ 
abbut one fifty thousandth of a sec- ' 
ond and is inhibited by thé action of ', 
Infra red rays. Trlbo'ummescence Is • 
produced by the rubbing together ' of 
crystals, as in' tlie firefly. In the case [

The Importance of Form in Rowing 

Rowing requires .. stamina, power, 
and teamwork, but these qualities have 
to be made useful by the correct ex- 
ecution of each stroke. Good form In 
rowing makes the sport a pleasure, bad 
form makes it an ordeal. 

For instance, if the oar is gripped too 
tightly, the wrists become swollen and 
painful. This slows up the quick ac- 
tion of tlie hands, which Is so neces- 
sary to good rowing. 

Splashing is sometimes a difficult 
habit to break. Splashing on the 
'catch' indicates that the oar is miss- 
ing water, and - on the 'feather' it 
shows that the oar is being turned 
under the water. Every available inch 
of water must be used in order to have 
a powerful stroke. 

A beginner often finds that his 
blade sticks on the >vater at the end., 
of the stroke. This fault occurs when 
'feathering' Is slow and awkward. 
Feathering must be a.s rapid as pos- 
sible while the oar still has a spring 
hi It. 

.'Catching a Crab' is a very distress- 
ing experience, especially during a 
race. If the oar is not dipped at 
right angles to the surface of the wa- 
ter the oar mhy sphi aroimd in the 
Imnds- The handle of the oar may 
then be' diiven, back with sufficient 
force to knock the man put. of ^ the 

boat. ■ ■ . . • , c • < - 

Other faults are allowing the back 
muscles to relax, and stopping the 
sliding scat somewhere in its motion, 
both leading to a retardation of the 
boat. 

It is often said that a crew Is as 
strong ai its weakest man. None of 
the above faults must show up in any 
man in the crew if that crew Is going 
to function as a unit. 

Coach Molmans of the McGill Row- 
ing Club Is one of the greatest stylists 
In Canadian rowing. He has often 
been praised at the Canadian Henley 
for the excellent watermanship of his 
crews, and he has attributed many 
his wins to the fact that his men

Blind Students 
W 0 r k*I n Clay 

Eugene, Ore., March 2. — A new 
mean^ of esthetic development has 
been given seven blind studeiita who 
are enrolled in a class for instruction 
in pottery and sculpture at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon. Realizing the mar- 
velous sense of tactual values which 
the blind possess, Mrs. L. B. Schroff, 
instructor in drawing and painting 
conceived the idea of the special class. 
She says that the students showed im- 
mediate adaptability to the clay and 
showed much care on the in.sidc of 
the clay models as on tho outside. 

One of the girls in the class who 
possessed partial sight was blind- 
folded after which she did better work 
than when she could see. The sense 
of proportion in forming delicate 
curves seems to be increased. Helen 
Keller once said that "the wonderful 
rhythmical flow of ^ lines and curves 
could be more subtly felt than seen" 
and the truth of the statement is be- 
ing borne out in this class,

IiTthis system, though'.there are mil- 
lions of stars tlierc Is only a remote 
chance of any collision taking place. 
' Discuss Lcmaitrc's Theory 
Among the other theories treated was 
that of Abbe Lcmaitre. According to 
his conception, which goes back to a 
more primitive stage than any of the 
otiiers, the whole universe originated 
from one single atom. These atoms, 
which are no,w unknown, had an in- 
credibly high atomic weight, and in 
their disintegration gave rise to others 
of a lower weight. They had a relative- 
ly short life-blme. and in turn gave 
rise to more , stable atoms, but still 
capable of disintegi-atlon. The as- 
sumption of this theory - Is that all 
atoms are produced by disintegration 
of others with high atomic weight, and 
that till atoms tend to split into small- 
er imits. At the same time It is be- 
lieved that all energy Is locked up in 
'.*nc atom. She also spoke of Ohambcr- 
lln and Moulton, the scientists whose 
original theory was added to recently 
by Jeans. 

In opening her paper Alma Howard 
advanced reasons for believing in the 
organic evolution of man. Tho animal 
and plant kingdoms, she stated, have 
a common origin, owing to the fact 
that' animals acquire the protoplasm 
necessary for reiiroduction from the 
plants that they eat. Geologists have 
shown that new and , complex rocks 
come from old and simple ones, and so 
It is with animals and plants. 

Greeks Advance Theory 

The fb:st theories, pût forward by 
the old Greeks, gave rise to the modern 
theories. Lamarck, at the beginning of 
the nineteenth centm'y, stated that the 
advance and complexity of any race 
depends upon the use which that race 
puts to|t^E&»pabilltlC5. Reasons were 
given ''''wny'hilJnjlieory ot Inheritance 
and Acquired - Characteristics was not 
accepted by scientists. , , 

Darwin's theory' of natural selection 
is one which is universally;^! 
day. 'She told how Darwinff 
splratlon from Malthus' "The Beadle." 
No two animals, even of the same 
species, are exactly alike, therefore it 
stands to reason that one will be bet- 
ter than the other, and is better fitted 
to cany on existancc. Natural selec- 
tion takes an Infinite time to come 
about, and a countless number of off- 
spring die from natural causes.

tlnent. this young Austrian doctor 
drew from his vast experience many 
Interesting facts. 

Among those most pertinent to Mc-| 
GUI at this time were his observa- 
tions on student government, campus 
publications, freedom of thought and 
expression, and self-aid .schemes. Al- 
though he is fluent in English, French 
and German and other languages, 
Dr. Kotschnig restricted himself to 
the first-named while being inter- 
viewed by the Daily reporter. At the 
outset he made it clear that condi- 
tions In European colleges . were so 
utterly different from those on this 
side of the Atlantic as to render com- 
parison impossible. 

Student Government 

Although the amount of freedom 
given to students in guiding their 
own affairs varies from country to 
country. It was stated that on the 
whole they are given a free hand to 
govern themselves. In such countries 
as Italy and Spain students have a 
large amount of, power in theh: hands 
and In the last-named state they 
even have a voice in the choice of 
their professors! One instance was 
cited In which the students com- 
piled an "index" of professors who 
were considered incompetent (with 
reasons attached), and submitted it 
to the authorities who acted upon 
the suggestion and made the requi- 
site changes in most instances. 

Student activity and interest cen- 
tie 'mainly around politics rather 
than the curriculum, however, and 
generally friendly relations exist be- 
tween the student ~ governing bodies 
and the University authorities, chief 
ly because the. freedom with which 
they are entrusted is not abused.

Unstable Monetary 
Unit Categorized As 
Greatest Social Evil

outbalance their good, ones, they must 

be. remedied. 

The hu^t serious cause of the long 
term fluctuations In the purchnsing 
power of money are due, stated the 
speaker, to the fact; that we have link- 
ed our monetary unit to gold. As the 
output of goods normally Increase, 
prices are bound to fall unless there 
Is a corresponding increase in^the out- 
put of gold. An increase of production 
is naturally handicapped by these fall- 
ing prices and unemployment result. It 
would be felt more seriously, stated 
the speaker, but for the development 
of banks and credit instruments. 

In discusshig the cures for' the in- 
stability of the value of the monetary 
unit, three factors are to be considered. 
By Industrial co-operation Industries 
can do a lot to keep the price of its 
own products stable. Such co-opera- 
tion is essential but must ' not be car- 
ried to extremes, that is,' the consum-^ 
ers must not be exploited. 

Another helpful factor is advanced 
planning and advanced financing of 
Government undertakings. When bus- 
iness Is poor much could be thus done 
by Governments in public works to 
level things out. Such schemes in- 
volve difficulties which have to . be 
mitigated," such as private politics, 
stated the speaker. 

The real factor in attempting to se- 
cure a stable unit of value lies on the 
l^etary sideU It is the attempt to 
control and expand credit at ti^c op- 
portune moments. This can do a great 
deal towards keeping the price level 
stable. Banks, as a whole, with the 
aid of thé Government, can control 
the aggregate amount of credit, though 
they can't control its usq. By making 
money dear, by raising thé discount 
rate, they can put a brake on foolish 
W^wgtoh of bushiess in good times 
TMafSm help out of a depression by 
maklg money cheap. They can only 
do that stated the. speaker by lower- 
ing the raté paid on deposits. To be 
efficient 'some sort of a unified and 
responsible central cbntrol is. necessary, 
jStated Dr. Day In conclusion,

tlons, Ur. Kotschnig remarked that 
hè considered the McGill Daily one 
of the best papers of its kind with 
which hc^has ever come in contact. 
European papers, it was pointed out, 
are national and political organs 
rather than college papers and so 
their criticism, although it carries 
much weight, is of a general nature 
and does not represent the opinions 
of a few bias-minded individuals on 
any single campus. Thus there is 
very little actual conflict with the 
authorities in spite of the freedom 
granted them. 

There arc very lew dailies in tlic 
European colleges— practically all be- 
ing either weekly or monthly journals 
containing more or less weighty ar- 
ticles. " 

Self -Aid Schemes 
It was pointed out that European 
students liave for some ten years 
been organizing plans known as self- 
aid schemes by means of which the 
cost of living has been substantially 
reduced on the campus. It is a com- 
mon occurrence for those living in 
the "student houses" to cover all ex- 
penses whatsoever with the equivalent 
of $25 per month. Staff and students 
have co-operated to organize all 
branches of livelihood iinder their 
management on a no-profit basis so 
as to cut costs. In this manner 
everything from student kitchens to 
stationery and supply shops are run 
on some co-operative plan. Thus 
one can get a good meal at "a real 
good place to eat" for as low as ten 
cents. Books and all equipment arc 
disposed of at a great saving to the 
student. 

In Germany this system has been 
highly organized so that it is now 
run on a national scale, and our vis- 
itor seemed confident that a similar 
organization 'would be successful in 
this country on a local basis, besides 
being most convenient for the stu- 
dent.
